Of the monarchs who have reigned 
over England since the days of the 
Norman conquest nearly one-quarter of 
the number have met violent death. 
William I was killed by a fall from 
his horse. William II was shot while 
hunting, whether by accident or de­ 
sign is still one of the unsolved prob­ 
lems of history; Richard I was killed 
by a shaft from a crossbow while 
besieging the city of Chaluz, in France; 
Richard II was murdered in Pontefract 
castle. Edward II was murdered in 
Berkley castle, and Edward V in tho 
Tower of London. Richard III was 
Idled on the battlefield of Bosw'orth 
and Charles I had his head cut off in 
London. 
Elizabeth’s death was hastened by 
remorse that she had ordered the ex­ 
ecution of Essex, and her sister Mary 
sickened and died soon after the loss 
of Calais, declaring th at the name of 
the city would be found after death 
written on her heart. Tho death of 
Edward I l l ’s son, the Black Prince, 
caused the aged monarch to die of 
grief.

It was then 
supposed to form the source of a river 
having its mouth on the south coast, 
but subsequent visitors were much 
perplexed at the manner In which the 
blacks avoided the lake, of which they 
appeared to entertain a superstitious 
dread, one aged aboriginal stating she 
had seen it all covered with trees, an­ 
other explaining that the whole of tile 
water sunk through the bottom and 
disappeared, while others remembered 
the lake only as a series of small 
ponds. 
During the fallowing 20 years con­ 
siderable variations were noted in the 
depth and extent of tho lake. 
Iii 1841 
the lake became partially dried up, the 
moist portions being simply grassy 
swamps. 
A few months later large 
numbers cf sheep were pastured in the 
bcd of the lake, hut fresh water had to 
be carted for the use of the shepherds, 
that of tho lake being too salt for hu­ 
man consumption. The place remained 
more or less dry until 1852, the year of 
the great Hoods in that part of tile col­ 
ony, when it again became filled, with 
an average depth of nine feet. 
Since 
then the surface level of the lake has 
varied considerably, but the bed has 
never been so dry*as in former years. 
There are indications th at many hun­ 
dreds of years ago the lake covered a 
far larger area than any yet recorded, 
remains of trees over IOO years old be­ 
ing found in spots formerly under wa­ 
ter. The saline character of the lake is 
the more remarkable by reason of lls 
being fed by pure and sparkling fresh 
water streams.

TO AVOID DEADLOCKS. 
There is a deadlock in tho legisla­ 
ture of Nebraska over the election of 
a United States senator. There has 
been one in Pennsylvania recently, and 
another in Delaware. 
In fact, such 
occurrences are exceedingly common. 
They are also exceedingly annoying. 
A legislature, convened for the osten­ 
sible purpose of enacting laws for a 
state, is confronted at the outset by 
a problem which it is incumbent upon 
it to solve. 
Weeks or even months 
may be devoted to the task. 
Mean­ 
time, legislation is at a standstill. No 
important measure can receive atten­ 
tion until tho senatorship question is 
disposed of. The election of a United 
States senator in almost any state is 
liable to prove a vexations as well av 
a costly affair. 
Yet there is a remedy. A constitu­ 
tional amendment that would permit 
tho people to elect the senator for a 
state, just as they elect a governor or 
a member of congress, would simplif}

There is not one chance in a thousand 
of a deadlock on a popular vote, while 
a deadlock in a legislature is too com­ 
mon to arouse even mild surprise. A 
majority of the states of tin* union 
through their legislatures, and almost 
all the political parties,unable to agree 
upon other things, have agreed upon 
this: 
That the election of 
United 
States senators should be by popular 
vote and that the* wishes of the ma­ 
jority should prevail. Yet. through*the 
obstinacy or the miscalled conserva­ 
tism of the United States senate, no 
provision has yet been made in the 
federal law for the election of sena­ 
tors in the only rational way. by the 
votes of the citizens of a state.

TO AVOID DEADLOCKS. 
There is a deadlock in the legisla­ 
ture of Nebraska over the election of 
a United States senator. There has 
been one in Pennsylvania recently, and 
another in Delaware. 
In 
fact, such 
occurrences are exceedingly common. 
They are also exceedingly annoying. 
A legislature, convened for the osten­ 
sible purpose of enacting laws for a 
state, is confronted at the outset by 
a problem which it is incumbent upon 
it to solve. 
Weeks o r even months 
may be devoted to the task. 
Mean­ 
time, legislation is at a standstill. No 
important measure can receive atten­ 
tion until the senatorship question is 
disposed of. Tho election of a United 
States senator in almost any state is 
liable to prove a vexatious as well ar 
a costly affair. 
Vet there is a remedy. 
A constitu­ 
tional am endm ent that would permit 
the people to elect tile senator for a 
state, just as they elect, a governor or 
a member of congress, would simplify 
the whole m atter, give each state the 
two senators to which 
it is entitled 
and 
prevent 
bickering 
and 
strife 
There is not one chance in a thousand 
of a deadlock on a popular vote, while 
a deadlock in a legislature is too coni 
mon to arouse even mild surprise. 
A 
majority of the 
states of th e union 
through their legislatures, and almost 
all the political p arties,unable to agree 
upon other things, have agreed upon 
this: 
That the election 
of 
Unit<*d 
States senators should be by popular 
vote anti that the w ishes of tin* m a­ 
jority should prevail. Yet. through*the 
obstinacy or the miscalled con serva­ 
tism of the 
United States senate, no 
provision has yet been made in the 
federal law for the* election of sen a­ 
tors in the only rational way. by the 
votes of the citizens of a state. 
The people are trusted 
to 
elect 
judges, governors, 
congressmen and 
other officers of 
equal 
importance. 
They can be trusted to make a wise

Of the monarchs who have reigned 
over England since the days of the 
Norman conquest nearly one-quarter of 
the number have met violent death. 
William I was killed by a fall from 
Ins horse. William ll was shot while 
hunting, whether by accident or de­ 
sign is still one of the unsolved prob­ 
lems of history; Richard I was killed 
by a shaft from a crossbow while 
besieging the city of Cbaluz, In France; 
Richard ll was murdered in Pontefract 
castle, Edward ll was murdered In 
Berkley castle, and Edward V In tho 
Tower of London. Richard III was 
Idled on the battlefield of Bosworth 
and Charles I had his head cut off iii 
Loudon. 
Elizabeth's death was hastened by 
remorse that she had ordered the ex­ 
ecution of Essex, and ber sister Mary 
sickened and died soon after tile loss 
of Calais, declaring that th** name of 
the city would be found after death 
written on her heart. Tho death of 
Edward Ill’s son, the Black Prince, 
caused the aged monarch to die of 
grief. 
So. after th** loss of his son 
in the White Ship, Henry I was never 
seen to smile again and lived only a 
Short time. Henry VI and George III 
were insane during the latter years 
of their reigns nod tinnily died from 
what In these days would be called 
paresis.

Lake George is situated about four 
miles from the railway station at Bun- 
gendore, Australia, and has for many 
years engaged the attention of scien­ 
tific men by reason of the singular and 
inexplicable phenomena connected with 
it. The estimates of its size vary con­ 
siderably according to circumstances, 
but when moderately full about 20 by 
7 miles will be found tolerably correct 
At either end the land b* fully IOO feet 
shove the highest recorded surface of 
the lake, which possesses no known 


1 outlet, although it is fed by numerous 
mountain creeks. 
The lake was discovered by a bush­ 
man in 1820 and was known to tin* 
blacks as the ’’big water.” It was then 
supposed to form tho source of a river 
having its mouth on tho south coast, 
but subsequent visitors were much 
perplexed at the manner in which the 
blacks avoided the lake, of which they 
appeared to entertain a superstitious 
dread, one aged aboriginal stating she j 
had seen it all covered with trees, an- 1 
other explaining that the whole of the J 
water sunk through the bottom and | 
disappeared, while others remembered j 
the lake only as a series of small 
ponds. 
During the fallowing 20 years con­ 
siderable variations were noted in the 
depth and extent of the lake. In 1841 
th** lake became partially dried lip, the 
moist portions being simply grassy | 
swamps. 
A few mouths later large j 
numbers cf sheep were pastured in the I 
bcd of the lake, but fresh water had to I 
be carted for tho use of the shepherds, I 
that of the lake being too salt for Im- I 
man consumption.
